Automation Advancing In POD 
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Health Stamp Is 
58 Canada Best 


Canada’s 1958 Health Stamp, fea- 
turing the portrait of a pretty nurse 
took top place by comfortable mar- 
gins in both the votes-for-first and 
overall points systems of reckon- 
ing, in a recent contest. The even 
was staged by Stan Shantz, stamp 
column editor of the London (Ont., 
Canada) ‘‘Free Press’’. 





The final tally of points, figured 
on the basis of one point for a first 
place vote, two for second and so 
on was as follows: 


1—Health ; - 2,718 
2—Oil Centennial 3,154 
3—Explorer 3,246 
4—B.C. Centennial 3,570 
5—Resp. Gov't. 3,722 
6—Quebec 4,668 
7—Press Freedom 4,756 
8—IGY 5,054 


There was an overwhelming pref- 
erence for the Health Stamp, al- 
though the Oil Centennial stamp 
was in first place for a time dur- 
ing the early tabulation. After the 
Health stamp poll participants had 
a hard time deciding preference for 

next four stamps. 

Placing of the sixth and seventh 
awe was not settled until the 


day. 
The of first place votes 
produces ost the same result as 


the overall count. It shows: Health 
232, Oil 188, Explorer 158, Respon- 
sible Government 121, B.C. Centen- 
nial 69, Press Freedom 37, Quebec 
36 and IGY 17. 


What conclusions are to be 
drawn from the result? First of all, 
the new medium size stamps meet 
with general favor; those issued in 
1958 placed one, two in the poll. 


Secondly, bright colors are want- 
ed; the first four stamps all had 
bright colors and the stamps which 
lagged in the poll without excep- 
tion had dull or drab coloring; third- 
ly, small size stamps are not want- 
ed, the only one which appeared in 
1958 was last in the poll.

Fiscal 1958 Rep 


ort Discloses 


Actual Progress And Further 
Planning In Bettering Service 


Widespread advances in the conception of automation as it 
does, and may further, apply to the handling of the mails, and actual 
installations and usage of numerous examples of such equipment 
during the fiscal year 1958 (July 1, 1957—June 30, 1958) have made 
a favorable mark on the United States Post Office Department’s 
operations, according to Postmaster General Arthur E. Summerfield. 

This opinion was included in the PMG’s summary of the year’s 
operation of the biggest business in the world, the U. S. Post 
Office. These factors, together with other postal improvements of 
the period, he continued, are helping lay the groundwork for the 


postal service of the future. 


Among the highlights of the fiscal | 


1958 report are the following con- 
cerning automation: 

1. Two prototype automatic mail 
“culling” (separating various sizes 
of mail) machines were delivered 
in fiscal 1958. One was installed in a 
post office for operating tests with 
“live mail’, and the other under- 
went initial tests in the contrac- 
tor’s laboratory. The machines have 
considerable promise, although im- 
provements in the final design will 
be made before production units are 
ordered. 

Two prototype facing and cancel- 


ing machines were completed and | 


tests begun in the contractor’s lab- 
oratories. 

2. A pilot model semiautomatic 
facing and canceling machine was 
successfully tested in the Washing- 
ton post office. Culled letters are 
manually fed into the pockets of an 
attached table and enter the’ ma- 
chine in mixed handfuls or batches; 
photocells locate the stamps and 
actuate the canceling heads. In all, 
24 machines of this type and 16 
batching tables are scheduled for 
installation in fiscal 1959. 

Two small prototype semiautomat- 
ic keyboard controlled facing and 
canceling machines are being de- 
signed and constructed for experi- 
mental use in smaller post offices 
working a volume of from 30,000 to 
70,000 letters per day. These ma- 
chines “‘key’’ individual letters ac- 
cording to the location of the stamp 
or flap of the envelope into posi- 
tion for automatic cancellation. 

3. An automatic letter pre-sorter, 
to separate electronically ‘‘read- 
able’ from ‘“‘nonreadable’’ letters, 
was built and laboratory tested. Con- 
tract work continued on improving 
the completely automatic sorting 
machine for reading typed and 
printed letter addresses. 

Priority was given to improving 
the accurate reading of capital let- 
ters, reading through window enve- 
lopes, and reading script. Plans 
have been completed to design and 
construct a transistorized unit with 
increased capacity for storing rec- 
ognition criteria, a new optical sys- 
tem, and an automatic feeder, with 
capacity to sort to 30 separations. 

4. The Department, after long 
negotiation, has developed plans 
which will enable a private firm 
to immediately buy a building site 
and construct, equip, and maintain 
a completely mechanized, modern 
“turnkey’’ postal facility for opera- 
tion by the Department on a rental 
basis. It is hoped that important 
new thinking in automated postal

facilities will result from this meth- 
od of enlisting industry’s aid. 

5. Obligations incurred for capital 
and research projects § increased 
from $43.7 million in 1957 to $89.1 
million in 1958. 

Continuing in its exposition of the 
developments of the 12 months’ pe- 
riod, the report disclosed other 
pertinent facts, some modest, oth- 
ers of considerable importance, but 
all impinging on the mail service 
picture and combining to throw it 
more sharply into focus in the pub- 
lic eye. A sampling of these sal- 
ient points shows that mail ser- 
vice has been extended recently to 
1,577,336 additional American fam- 
ilies and 109,516 business concerns 
according to the newly issued ‘1958 
Annual Report of the Postmaster 
General for the year ending June 
30, 1958. In more detail: 

1. 3965 new city delivery routes 
were established during the twelve- 
month period, including city deliv- 
ery service for the first time in 141 
communities. 

2. Annual mail volume increased 
to 60.13 billion pieces, compared 
with 59.07 billion in fiscal 1957. 

3. Net postal revenues were $2.55 
billion in fiscal ’58, compared with 
$2.50 billion in fiscal ’57. 

4. First-class mail pieces (primar- 
ily letters) totaled 32.22 billion in 
1958, compared wth 31.56 billion in 
1957. 

5. Postal inspectors were respon- 
sible for a record 8284 arrests for 
postal violations in 1958, 940 more 
than in the previous year. 

6. Mail frauds hit an all time 
high, despite a conviction rate of 
98.7 per cent of persons brought to 
trial for postal crimes. Mail frauds 
have risen to the point where they 
are causing an ‘‘annual loss to the 
American public in excess of $100 
million,””’ Mr. Summerfield noted. 

7. The first American postage 
stamps were printed at the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing on the 
new Giori Press, capable of print- 
ing stamps in three colors in one 
operation. Further, postage stamp 
sales to collectors soared at the 
Philatelic Sales Agency in Washing- 
ton, totaling $2,375,052 for ’58, com- 
pared with $1,990.911 in fiscal °57. 

8. The Post Office Department in 
fiscal 1958 laid the groundwerk for 
maximum use of jet airmail with 
establishment of a new Joint Sub-

New Delta Service 
Savannah-Charleston 


Delta Air Lines on February 1 in- 
augurated service from Savannah, 
Ga. to Charleston, S. C. over a 
new route segment authorized by 
the Civil Aeronautics Board in the 
Great Lakes Southeast Service Case. 
Delta has been serving both Savan- 
nah and Charleston on Route 54, but 
Charleston was formerly a ‘stub 
end’ on a branch of this route. The 
CAB closed the gap between Savan- 
nah and Charleston so that Delta 
may now serve both of these cities 
on the same flight. 

Flight 356 now leaves Savannah 
at 12:20 p.m. EST and_= arrives 
Charleston at 1:02 p.m. EST. (There 
will be no service in the other di- 
rection at this time).. 

Delta also points out that covers 
which were submitted earlier for 
cachets commemorating the inaug- 
uration of service through Toledo on 
Route 54 are still being held. The 
airline has no plans in the fore- 
seeable future to inaugurate service 
through Toledo over this route, and 
those covers which were submitted 
to Delta’s Office of Information 
Services in Atlanta were dispatched, 
instead, on the Savannah-Charles- 
ton flight. 

Other collectors desiring the Sav- 
annah - Charleston cachet were per- 
mitted to send addressed, airmail- 
stamped covers to Delta Air Lines, 
Information Services, Atlanta Air- 
port, Atlanta, Ga., for servicing. 
Advance notice, however, was too 
short for general publication of the 
provision. 


SPA Directors Hold 
Meeting In Cincinnati 


The board of directors of the So- 
ciety of Philatelic Americans has 
scheduled a meeting in Cincinnati, 
Ohio January 30-31. 

Matters of first concern include a 
revision of application forms, a new 
membership campaign, and plans 
for the annual convention which will 
be held in Cincinnati this summer-

HPO Urged For 
Bangor-Portland 


Economy measures taken by 
many raiiroads during the past few 
years have often resulted in drop- 
ping trains which, while poor in pas- 
senger revenue, were vital to the 
transportation of public mails. The 
most recent such example, accord- 
ing to the Highway Post Office 
planning Committee of the Port- 
land, Maine branch of the National 
Postal Transportation Assn. devel- 
opec on January 18. 

A recent edition of the Bangor 
“Daily News” discloses that on Jan- 
uary 18, railway post office service 
on the Rockland and Portland run 
was reduced by 50 per cent and it 
is planned to discontinue all serv- 
ice within a few months. Unless a 
highway post office route is estab- 
lished, there will be even more se- 
rious delays in the delivery of 
mail for the cities and towns served 
by the Rockland and Portland rail- 
way post office, the committee 
warned. 

A survey of coastal mail service 
has been completed resulting in 
recommending two daily round trips 
of a highway post office between 
Bangor and Portland as a_substi- 
tute for the railway post office be- 
tween Rockland and Portland which 
will cease operating when passenger 
train service on the Rockland 
Branch of the Maine Central Rail- 
road is discontinued. 

According to June R. Champlin of 

Rockland, who conducted the sur- 
vey, two round trips would be made 
by the highway postal office daily 
except Sunday between Bangor and 
Portland by way of Bucksport, Bel- 
fast and Rockland. 
The service would cover 142 miles 
with 21 post offices served directly 
and 39 indirectly. Two postal trans- 
portation clerks would handle the 
sorting along the way. Estimated 
cost of the service is $130,000 as 
compared with the cost of $160,000 
for the present arrangement, 


Toledoan Has “I Heard 
Sputnik” Russian Card 


When the first sputnik appeared 
in October 1957, the announcement 
was made that any radio fan who 
heard its ‘‘pip-pip’’ and reported 
the fact to a specified address in 
Russia would receive a_ suitable 
acknowledgment souvenir. 

One who reported the signals was 
Egon E. Lasus of Toledo, Ohio. In 
due time he received under cover a 








picting sputnik and the October 4, 
1957 date, with further details, (all 
in Russian) on the reverse. The 
card itself is not franked, but the 
cover bears a recent commemora- 
tive with a neat philatelic cancella- 
tion.

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An Outrageous Situation 


A few weeks ago a stamp dealer sent. me a lot of seven large-size 
approval books from which all of the stamps had been removed except 
about 10% of what was originally in them. In all my years in the stamp 
collecting field I have been never seen anything which equals this mess 
of approval books for outrageous prices on 
the cheap stamps included. If this is a sam- 
ple of what stamp dealers who cater to the 
juvenile or beginner trade are carrying on 
through the United States mails, then it is 
high time for the United States Post Office 
Department to put a special agent to work 
to round up some of these highwaymen and 
put them behind bars. 

We know that there are stamp dealers, 
catering to. the juvenile and beginner trade, 
who are reputable and honorable, and to 
them we would say that we believe it is an 
obligation on their part that they take some 
steps to stop the kind of dealers we are re- 
ferring to in this editorial. To send out such 
approval books as we have before us is 
nothing short of murder, murder of the in- 
t clination and desire of someone to collect 
= stamps. Certainly when the victims of this 

ae seen dealer find out what has been done to them 
GEORGE W. LINN they will be fully justified in shunning all 

stamp dealers and all stamp collectors. For 
if reputable dealers in stamps operate and permit shysters like the ones 
we are referring to also operate in the same field, it is time something 
was done. Certainly if one dealer can sell stamps catalogued at 3c for 
from 75c to one dollar and get away with it, what is going to be thought 
of all dealers in this same line of trade? 

Here are a few examples of what is offered of these approval books: 
Argentina Scott No. 96, Cat. 3c, priced at $1.75 and numbered 4; Chile, 
the 10c No. 61, Cat. 20c, priced at $2 and listed as No. 45; Austria, 10kr. 
No, 55, !listed as No. 196, and priced at $1.25, catalogues 3c; France, No. 
199, Catalogued at 8c, listed as No. C53 and priced at $3.75. 

There are dozens-of other stamps priced at from two to ten times or 
more than what they are catalogued, yet the front of the approval book 
is marked with a rubber stamp which reads as follows: ... 

“DISCONTINUED APPROVAL BOOKS. TAKE ANYTHING AT % OF 
MARKED PRICES. MARKED PRICES ARE CATALOG VALUES.” 

There is no possibility that these outrageous price markings are the 
result of substitution of stamps while the books may have been in cir- 
culation. There is positively no evidence of substitution. It is simply 
and solely a matter of a deliberate attempt at misrepresentation and 
fraud. 

We recommend that dealers who cater to this type of trade form a 
small close organization, recognizing only those who come up to certain 
standards in their method of dealing and then quietly police the rest to 
watch and see that dealers of this type are trapped and driven out of 
business. I am’sure any reputable dealer will agree with me that this is 
what should be done to the company which has put these books in cir- 
culation. 

I have always maintained that unsolicited approvals were not the 
bad part of unsolicited approvals. The bad part is the overpriced, faked 
and damaged material marked at far more than it is worth. That is the 
bad part of unsolicited approvals. 

We are keeping these approval books in event any clean stamp deal- 
ers are interested in seeing what competition they have. 


A Boon To The Stamp Trade 


In past years the H. E. Harris & Co. of Boston has worked along 
with many different business firms in which stamps were used as a 
means of promoting interest in their products: A few weeks back we ad- 
vised you that a big stamp collecting promotion scheme was in the mak- 
ing. Stamps are to be used in this advertising campaign in a much more 
spectacular way than ever before. By the time this is in print thousands 
of stores and supermarkets all over the country should be showing big 
poster reproductions of postage stamps in their natural colors. Can 
labels and paper packages will picture postage stamps. It is to be the 
biggest promotional campaign in which stamps play a big part that has 
ever been put on in this country 6r in any other country. Upward of $300,- 
000 is being spent for advertising and promotional work. It should make 

_a@ boom in the stamp trade that will be greater than any other-thing that 
has ever been done to pep it up- Watch for it and follow up with your 
own publicity for more business.

I haven’t heard but it would 

seem to me that the folks in 
Denver would have been on the 
job for such a stamp, lo, these 
many months. Having been in 
Denver and the state of Colo- 
rado I can vouch for the hospi- 
tality and scenery, both of which 
in the opinion of our touring fam- 
ily, were tops. 
Denver it just as deserving as 
Pittsburgh, Detroit, Kansas City, 
New York (which gets a com- 
mem all too often) and such 
others in the category. Stamps 
for these cities have come in the 
form of subterfuges such as Gate- 
way To The West, Gateway To 
The Northwest Territory, et al.

Code to the other 
annotations is — “x” is for ex- 
tra quality paper, watermark is 
diagonal; “w” is for window front 
envelope; LB denotes low back 
envelope.

at the London government of- 
fices. It can be assumed they 
were absorbed by the immediate 
demand or tucked away to hatch 
premiums in years to come. 

In my ignorance, and to string 
this story along, I assume a very 
small portion, if any, of these 
were destined for postal use. 
Most of the London sales of 
Coronations were reported as 
being around 300,000 copies per 
integral area, with some varia- 
tions upward, 

When we look at the overseas 
sales it gives us something upon 
which we might judge compara- 
tive rarity. In a guessing ‘con- 
test, who would hold out for 
Ceylon’s tremendous home sales 
of 14,896,985 Coronations'§ as 
against 355,400 sold in London, 
for a grand total of 15,252,385? 

Hong Kong nearly topped that 
with a sale of 15,240,844 copies, 
of which 14,906,760 were sold in 
the Colony and 334,084 sold in 
Blighty. 

Again, surprising figures: 
three of what we may think les- 
ser stamp using areas, Bechuana- 
land, Basutoland, and WNyasa- 
land,. disposed of an aggregate 
3,189,571 in their own countries. 
Northern Rhodesia sold 697,497, 
making a total for that block of 
3,887,068 items. 

Note that Southern Rhodesia 
didn’t go in for the letter rate 





Coronations but went to a 2/6, 
peddling 290,658 copies. This fig- 
ure apparently is the sum of 
home and overseas sales. 

One would justifiably hazard 
a wager that some of the Malay- 
an states would dip low in the 
home sales but all of them soar- 
ed above the half million mark 
except Perlis, which reported 
selling only 192,869. 

we are scanning the sales 
results with an eye toward scar- 
city of postally used Coronations 
we will devote most of our at- 
tention to Tristan da Cunha, and 
especially those having distinct 
and unquestionably legitimate 
postal use. The Crown Agents 
reported a total sale of Tristan 
da Cunha Coronations as being 
only 296,660 copies. Of these 
266,224 were bought in London 
and 30,436 were sold on the is- 


Next in line, for scarcity, 
would seem to be used Ascension 
Coronations, 33,011 of them hav- 
ing been sold at that outpost. 
Pitcairn stands third in line with 
34,800 exchanged for cash there. 
An additional 9,400 of this emis- 
sion were sold at Fiji. 

Then come Montserrat with 
38,100, Turks and Caicos, 40,800: 
and Virgin Islands, 40,860. From 
there on, the overseas figures 
rise, as might be expected. 

Flirting with the unknown, 
one may deduct from these fig- 
ures the CTO’s, stamps eliminat- 
ed from collectors by uninterest- 
ed recipients and those tucked 
away unused. Even the pooh- 
poohers will just have to admit 
that a nice, socked-on-the-nose 
FDC or any other cover of the 
above items is not to be tossed 
aside. 

This dissertation on modern 
British philatelic merchandising 
conjures up another entrancing 
facet of the hobby: what deter- 
mines the rarity of each stamp 
item? 

We have injected six condi- 
tions of just one series: 1), fresh, 
o.g., carefully garnered by the 
trade, most of which will even- 
tually be merchandised: 2), the 
same stamp category in smaller, 
individual holdings with ques- 
tionable destinies: 3), FDC’s: 4), 
CTO’s: 5), used, salvaged from 
regular postal use; and, 6), those 
unsaved through disinterest. 

It seems that. the most rare 
would be those salvaged from 
the regular mails. Definitely, 
from the foregoing, failure to 
heed published -philatelic facts 
has just practically ruined my 
stamp collection, seems like.

Fire Under Tranquil Life Of

118-Year-Old Tyrolese Post 
Office Featured On Austria’s 
“Day Of The Stamp” Commem 


Dr. Hermine Fruhwirth 


As in the past, Austria’s philatelists observed the “Day of the Postage 
Stamp” this year on December 7, the first Sunday in the month. To mark 
this event, the postal administration of most countries usually issue spe- 
cial postage stamps which, by design or lettering, refer to Postage Stamp 
Day. Frequently, these stamps are surcharged, and it is the philatelic 
organizations of the countries concerned that benefit by these surcharges. 
The funds so raised are used to support many activities intended to pro- 
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nally, twelve years ago plans were 
projected toward housing the es- 
tablishment in a building of its own. 

Ten years later, October 1956, the 





a front view of this structure that 
has now been given philatelic im- 
mortality on the new adhesive. Be- 
hind the scene is, as usual, a story 
of romantic progress. 

The little town of Kitzbuhel in the 
Tyrol is well known as a summer 
holiday resort. However, it has be- 
come even more popular as a win- 
ter sports center, its international 
fame being due not in the least 
place to the many champion skiers 
the townlet counts among its in- 
habitants. 

It is only for little more than one 
hundred years that the history of 
Kitzbuhel has been linked up with 
the postal service. In its issue of 
March 29, 1840, the Official Gazette 
of the Royal & Imperial Supreme 
Postal . Administration decreed un- 
der No. 3480/645 (1840) that a postal 
station was to be opened in ‘“‘Kitz- 
bichl’”’ on May 1, 1840. 

This establishment had to handle 
ordinary correspondence as well as 
insured letters and other items eligi- 
ble for conveyance by mail coaches. 
Three times a week, mails were 
exchanged between this ‘Station and 
the post office of St. Johann situat- 
ed one and a half miles distant. 
Thus, May 1, 1840 may rightly be 
considered as the birthday of Kitz- 
buhel Post Office. By and by, the 
office extended its sphere of action. 
In 1868, telegraph service was open- 
ed, and on September 8, 1908, a tele- 
phone line linking Worgal and Kitz- 
buhel gave the post office and the 
town access to the public telephone 
network. The year 1914 saw the in- 
auguration of a post bus line routed 
from St. Johann via Kitzbuhel to 
Mittersill. 


The gradual increase in the vol- 
ume of traffic made it necessary for 
the post office of Kitzbuhel to 





Finally, in 1926, it was installed in 
the County Court building on the 
main square of the town. There, 
the. post office remained for almost 
thirty years, event though an acute 
shortage of space made itself felt 
as tourist traffic rose in importance. 
The community of Kitzbuhel was 
determined to remedy what after 
the last war had become an unbear- 
able situation. Therefore, in 1946, 
it donated a building site for erect- 
ing a new post office. This lot was 
situated between the central part of 
the town and the railway station. 


The first thing to be built was an 
automatic exchange, of which the 
technical installations were put into 
circuit on June 5, 1948. In 1952, 
planning for the new post office 
started. In the autumn of 1954, the 
first sod was cut, and on October 
26, 1956, after two years of work 
carried out under the supervision of 
Innsbruck Post and Telegraph Di- 
rectorate, the new building was 
ready for occupancy. 

In addition to several spacious 
rooms serving postal purposes, with 
the counter hall in the center, the 
building houses the automatic ex- 
change, which was considerably en-

The purpose of this issue was not 
apparent for it was known there 
was a proper post office on the Is- 
land.

This, however, was not deliveried 
by normal means. A special mes- 
senger arrived with a Demand Note 
attached to the cover intimating 
that this be returned to the United 
Kingdom Postal Authorities for in- 
vestigation. This was refused as this 
cover was now a collector’s piece. 
Within fifteen minutes the Inves- 
tigating Branch was on the tele- 
phone and putting a car at the dis- 
posal of the recipient to take the 
cover to the General Post Office. 
Ultimately, with the assurance that 
the cover would be returned intact 
the Post Office took possession. In- 
vestigations are still proceeding. The 
cover has been returned. 

Further information gained is 
that the design was taken from a 
photograph supplied by the Laird, 
with the printing done in Edinburgh 
by George Waterson & Sons, Ltd., 
security printers of some Scottish 
bank notes.

In any event, 
its is understood that they are sold 
locally for 1d each and any profits 
made are going to the Shipwrecked 
Mariners Society. 





It can be said that this will not 
develop on the lines of Lundy. The 
Scottish Coast is dotted with many 
islands and if officialdom had not 
stepped in at the outset and others 
followed suit there would have been 
a philatelic nightmare! 

It is interesting to recall that the 
official postmark used from the 
Canna post office is quite illegible 
on covers so far seen. Further cov- 
ers were sent out in the hope of ob- 
taining better specimens. However, 
these have proved equally illegible! 

During the course of its investiga- 
tions, the Scottish Postmark Group 
has secured various proofs in con- 
nection with this item. 

This group is a small number of 
members from the Scottish Philatel- 
ic Society who are engaged in re- 
search into the history of Scottish 
postmarks, a somewhat neglected 
subject. Research has been going on 
for some three years during which 
time many thousands of items have 
been examined and photographed. 

The back of this enormous re- 
search should be broken within the 
next twelve months when it is pro- 








posed to publish the findings.

“Arrangements are accordingly 
being made to transfer the admin- 
istration of the island to the Gov- 
ernment of Australia, which draws 
about one-third of its phosphate re- 
quirements from the island and is 
the Government most closely con- 
cerned with its administration. 

“The island, which should not be 
confused with Christmas Island in 
the Pacific, which is the site for the 
United Kingdom atomic tests, has 
no indigenous inhabitants as ‘such, 
the present population being a la- 
bor force employed by the Phos- 
phate Commission for working the 
phosphate deposits. 

.“The Australian Government have 
given assurances: that British sub- 
jects ordinarily resident on the is- 
land at the time of transfer and 
those born there afterwards will en- 
joy the same rights regarding 
citizenship and immigration as were 
extended to the inhabitants of the 
Cocos Islands when _ these® were 
transferred to Australia in 1955. 

“The Singapore Government have 
in the past enjoyed certain revenues 
in respect of the phosphate opera- 
tions, and Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment are making an ex-gratia pay- 
ment of 20,000,000. Straits dollars to 
the Singapore Government to en- 
sure that they do not suffer econom- 
ically by the transfer. The Austra- 
lian and New Zealand Governments 
will reimburse Her Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment in respect of this pay-

Australian Postal Administration

Following this statemént, the 
necessary legislative steps were 
taken in the Australian and United 
Kingdom Parliaments and the form- 
al transfer of Christmas Island to 
Australian administration became 
effective on and from October 1, 
1958. 

The island itself is a minute speck 
in the vast Indian Ocean, some 12 
miles by 9 in a roughly quadri- 
lateral shape. The area is about 64 
square miles. The location is about 
250 miles southwest of the nearest 
land (Singdanbarang, Java) and 
530 slightly north of due east of the 
Cocos (Keeling) Islands. Australia 
lies to the south and east, the near- 
est point being around 800 miles in 
that general direction. 

There are no indigenous inhabi- 
tants. The population at the be- 
ginning of 1958 was approximately 
2650, consisting of 2000 Chinese, 500 
Malayans and 150 Europeans, 

The island was discovered and 
named by Captain William Mynors 
on Christmas Day, 1643. Possibly 
the first white man to land on the 
island was William Dampier in 1688, 
the .same year in which he made 
his landing on the west coast of 
Australia. Dampier found Christmas 
Island completely uninhabited. 

In 1886, Capt. Maclear of H.M.S. 
“Flying Fish’ visited Christmas 
Island and discovered suitable an- 
chorage in a bay he named Flying 
Fish Cove. In the following year 
the island was visited by another 
party from H.M.S. “‘Egeria’’, and 
samples of rock then taken were 
proved to be almost pure phosphate 
of lime. As a consequence the 
British Government annexed the is- 
land in 1888 and began to administer 
it, along with the Straits Settle- 





ment,’’* Mr. Boyd concluded.

Shortly afterwards, a_ settlement 
was established at Flying Fish 
Cove by G. Clunies Ross from the 
Cocos (Keeling) Islands, 530 miles 
to the westward. Mr. Ross and Sir 
John Murray were granted a lease 
to mine the phosphate deposits but 
found these to be so vast that they 
sold their interests to the Christmas 
Island Phosphate Company. 

This. concern granted in 1891 a 
99 years’ lease, which in 1949 was 
‘transferred to the Australian and 
New Zealand Governments, who 
agreed to establish the Christmas 
Island Phosphate Commission to 
conduct phosphate extraction opera- 
tions on their joint behalf. 

The island was occupied by the 
Japanese during World War II. 
Some attempt was made by them to 
recover and export phosphate but 
they were forced to abandon their 
efforts as a result of Allied attacks 
upon the phosphate vessels.

to some philatelic authorities). The 
postage stamps then employed were 
those of the Straits Settlements. As 
the only regular communi¢ation with 
the island was by company steamer, 
the incidence of the mail service 
was almost wholly dependent upon 
the itinerary of the phosphate ves- 
sels, 

The Christmas Island post office 
had its own postmark, of Malayan 
pattern, simply inscribed ‘“‘CHRIST- 
MAS ISLAND”. The allied military 
units on the island during World 
War II were possibly served by a 
field post office but particulars 
thereof have not come to attention. 

Following the resumption of phos- 
phate extraction operations after the 
war, the post office continued to op- 
erate under the aegis of the Straits 
Settlements administration. When 
distinctive stamps inscribed ‘‘SIN- 
GAPORE” were issued in 1948 they 
were then introduced for use on 
Christmas Island and were not dis- 
continued until replaced by the re- 
cent provisional Australian Christ- 
mas Island series. 

Apart from the postmarks which 
were used during the Straits Settle- 








ments and Singapore regimes, and 
the possible use of an army field 
post office pestmark, it is of in- 
terest to note that a type of cachet 
was used on mail articles origi- 
nated by members of a Royal Naval 
Weather Station which operated at 
Christmas Island during the first 
half of 1956. 

The postage stamps issued by the 
Australian administration for use 
in Christmas Island are essentially 
a Territorial issue and’of the same 
status as the stamp of Nauru, Nor- 
folk Island and Paupua and New 
Guinea. Christmas Island stamps 
are not valid for use in.any other 
Australian Territory, or on the Aus- 
tralian mainland, and Australian 
Commonwealth stamps are not valid 
for use in Christmas Island.

Bermuda — The Crown Agents 
announce that a special issue of 
six values 114d, 3d, 4d, 8d, 9d, and 
1/3 has been ordered for Bermuda 
from De La Rue, to commemorate 
the 350th anniversary of the ship- 
wreck of the ‘sea Adventure’’ 
which resulted in the first perma- 
nent settlement of Bermuda. 

The stamps will be printed by a 
combination of the recess and litho- 
graphic processes in horizontal for- 
mat on CA (Block Capitals) water- 
marked paper. The design, prepar- 
ed by William Harrington of Ber- 
muda features in full color the 
Elizabeth II each surmounted by 
coats of arms of James I and Queen 
Elizabeth II, each surmounted by 
the appropriate crown. The arms 
are intertwined with the Garter 
Cord. Further details will be an- 
nounced later. 

Fiji — A new 4/- value has been 
ordered from Harrison and Sons, 
Ltd. The design will include a por- 
trait of Her Majesty and the St. 
Edward’s Crown, and will feature a 
Kandavu parrot in full color- 

The stamps will be printed in mid- 
night blue, blue, red and green, by 
the photogravure process in hori- 
zontal format. This occasion marks 
the first time a 4/- value has. been 
placed on a postage stamp, and 
is the second change for Fiji in the 
past month; the withdrawal of the 


10/- value on December 31 was the 
first.

olive black and orange, and 8d 
violet and orange, has been ordered 
from De La Rue & Co. to com- 
memorate the introduction of a new 
constitution in the islands. 

The design, common to both val- 
ues, will include a portrait of Her 
Majesty and the St. Edward’s 
Crown and will feature a map of 
the Turks and Caicos Islands with 
the sun rising over the islands.

Briefs — The 15c value of Ad- 
en’s ‘“‘Revised Constitution’ set, 
mentioned last week, was overprint- 
ed on the new deep blue green shade. 
Trinidad issued a 15¢e aerogram 
December 8, and Barbados a 3c 
postcard January 15. Postcards for 
East Africa bearing a 15¢ stamp in 
red are due soon. The Federation of 
Malaya and the Crown Colony of 
Singapore will invalidate their cor- 
onation stamps July 1. Jamaica 
will inval‘aate its 142d, 2d, and 9d 
George VI stamps September 1. 

A World To The Wise — On 
October 15, 1957 Dominica issued 
four new definitive stamps. One, the 
10c value was a new denomination. 
The other three, 3c, 5c, and 48c, re- 
placed similar values in the set re- 
leased October 1, 1954. All four ap- 
peared in new colors and new de- 
signs. The original stamps, particu- 
larly the 48c value are due for a 
substantial price rise before long. 
The desirability of the Queen Eliz- 
abeth II set of Nyasaland is recog- 
nized. This series was issued Sep- 
tember 1, 1953 and withdrawn June 
30, 1954 when new stamps appeared 
for Rhodesia and Nyasaland. The

A fact not so well known is that 
the %d, 2d, and 6d were specially 
prepared for coils, but were issued 
also in sheet form March 8, 1954. 
They can be distinguished only by 
the perforation which is 12 x 12% 
COMB. These too, were withdrawn 
June 30, 1954, and thus had a life of 
less than four months.

12. The accident frequency rate 
for postal vehicles was cut to 2.05 
for each 100,000 miles of driving, 
compared with 2.24 for 1957 — a 
drop of 8.44 per cent — while thou- 
sands of postal drivers received the 
National Safety Council Safe Driver 
Award. 
13. The number of postal em- 
ployee suggestions adopted went up 
42 per cent over 1957’s total. 
Resuming his appraisal of fiscal 
1958’s relations with the postal pic- 
ture of the future, Mr. Summerfield 
summarized: 
“While giving full attentior. to the 
possibilities, wherever discoverable, 
of improving the service with the 
facilities available, the Department 
has devoted a major share: of its 
attention during 1958 to laying the 
groundwork for adequate mail ser- 
vice for the generation to come. 

_ “We cannot ignore the fact that, 
in the 20 years elapsed since 1938, 
the mail volume has more than 
doubled, increasing from 26 billion 
pieces in 1938 to 60 billion in 1958.4 
With this confronting us, we are 
planning ahead for the increases 
the public may eall upon the Postal 
Establishment to handle by 1978. 
“For this reason, we have been 
concentrating our attention upon 
adapting “and developing industrial 
processes and machinery for ‘more 
Speedy handling of the mails. 
“To this end we have developed 
and laid before the Congress a 3- 
year program for the necessary 
extensions to our physical — plant. 
When we make these extensions, we 
plan that they shall suffice to han- 
dle the mails 20 years from now.”

for first day service have been men- 
tioned by the authorities. 

The Philippine flag dates from 
June 12, 1898 when it was first 
raised in Kawit, Cavite. Prohibi- 
tion against the display of this flag 
during the early part of the Ameri- 
can regime was restored by the 
Palma Bill signed by the then Gov- 
ernor General of the Philippines, 
Francis Burton Harrison, on Octo- 
ber 22, 1919. 

The celebration of the restoration 
of the flag took place on October 
30, 1919 when the Philippine flag 
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was hoisted side by side with the 
American emblem. Since the proc- 
lamation of the Philippine Inde- 
pendence on July 4, 1946, the Philip- 
pine flag waves alone above all 
government buildings.

Two Heuss Regulars 
Released January 31 


On the basis of a new design, cre- 
ated by Eugen Max Cordier after a 
photograph taken by Frau Liselotte 
Strelow, Dusseldorf, the West 
German Budespost has prepared 
some values of a new permanent 
set featuring President Heuss. The 
inscription originally printed on the 
margins has been changed on the 
proposal of the Advisory Commit- 
tee and now forms an oval, 








Under the wood engraving proc- 
ess, the transformation of the pic- 
ture of the Federal President has 
been done by wood engraver Willi 
Seidl, Stuttgart; that of the inscrip- 
tion, by Prof. Eugen Funk, Stutt- 
gart. The design so obtained had 
to be specially handled by the Fed- 
eral Printing Office, Berlin, in a 
manner enabling the stamps to be 
printed by the special printing ma- 
chines for stamps. 

The first stamps of the revised 
design — 10 pfennig green and 20pf. 
red — were released January 31, 
the 75th birthday anniversary of 
President Heuss. These values were 
at the same time issued in the area 
covered by the Landespostdirektion 
Berlin, provided, however, with the 
inscription ‘Deutsche Bundespost 
Berlin”. The stamps with and with- 
out the indication ‘‘Berlin’’ will be 
valid for use in the Federal Repub- 
lic as well as in the areas covered 
by the Landespostdirektion Berlin. 

The stamps of the current Heuss 
set will continue to be valid. The 
introduction of further values in 
the new design will be made public 
at a later date.

The stamp collector today calls 
himself a philatelist, a word coin- 
ed about 1865 by a Frenchman, 
Georges Herpin, who disliked be- 
ing called a “timbromaniac” (and 
probably much else). The word is 
taken from the Greek “philos” 
meaning love of, and “ateleia” or 
“atelus” meaning exemption from 
payment. The two words were 
joined into “philatelic” which was 
later anglicized into “philately”. 

We have philatelists of various 
sorts. Some collect every stamp 
they can get hold of; some limit 
themselves to one or more coun- 
tries; others collect only one type 
of stamp, such as airmails, and 
still others seek only one given 
subject pictured on stamps. It is 
the subject or topical collector, 
and particularly the topic of 
music, with which this article is 
concerned. 

Various facets of music have 
been portrayed on the postage 
stamps of almost all countries. 
Composers, violinists, pianists, 
singers, opera scenes, orchestras, 
musical notation, musical instru- 
ments, national anthems, national 
music festivals, conservatories, all 


have been commemorated on 
stamps. It began in 1922 when 
Austria issued a set of seven 


stamps picturing composers. 
These were Haydn, Mozart, 
Beethoven, Schubert, Johann 
Strauss, Hugo Wolf, and Bruck- 
ner. Then nothing happened un- 
til 1926 when Austrian again is- 
sued a set this time of six ad- 
hesives, depicting scenes from the 
Niebelungenlied which Wagner 
used as the basis for his four 
Ring operas. 

To Austria, then, must go the 
eredit for considering music of 
equal importance to royalty and 
battle scenes which were practi- 
cally the only subjects used pre- 
viously .on the stamps of that 
country. 

“In 1926 Bach and Beethoven 
appeared on the stamps of Ger- 
many, and soon thereafter com- 
posers on stamps became as com- 
mon as kings, presidents, rail- 
roads, and revolutions. The list 
of world famous composers who 
have been philatelically honored 
is very gratifying. 

The pioneer seven of Austria 
have grown to include Wagner, 
Rossini, Corelli, Rameau, Berlioz, 
Bellini, Chopin, Weber, and Han- 
del. Also on the roster are D’In- 
dy, Saint-Saens, Rimsky-Korsa- 
kov, Tchaikovsky, Smetana, Dvo- 
rak, Verdi, Victor Herbert, Mac- 
Dowell, and many others. 

Some of the great ones are still 
missing from our stamp gallery 
but will very likely appear at an 
appropriate anniversary date. 
These will include Mendelssohn, 
Brahms, Richard Strauss, Puccini, 
Ravel, and others great and not- 
so-greats. 

For the lesser lights have also 
been postally honored. Composers 
long forgotten, or known only in 
their respective countries, are 
also found in a musical stamp col- 
lection. Among these of minor 
brilliance might be listed Karl 
Millocker of Austria. His claim 
to fame rests on his operetta Der 
Betelstudent which at one time 
played simultaneously in more 
than 100 theatres all over the 
world. 

There also Karl Zelter might 
properly be mentioned. A well- 
known composer and musical or- 
ganizer in his day, he was for 


er. It is even said that Goethe 
preferred Zelter’s music to Bee- 
thoven’s. 

Then there was Spontini, 
whose fame rests on his opera La

Music On Postage Stamps

The collecting of postage stamps started almost with the ad- 
vent of the first one issued for universal postage in Great Britain 
in 1840. From its first beginnings as a queer pastime stamp col- 
lecting has become the most universal of hobbies, a source of rev- 
enue for a great many countries, and a multimillion-dollar business. 





Vestale. He became court com- 
poser to Friedrich Wilhelm III in 
Berlin and wrote one of the sev- 
eral German national anthems. 
Across the Atlantic, another 
modest figure, Felipe Soto of El 
Salvador, wrote waltzes. 

Josef Schrammel of Austria 
originated the famous “Schram- 
mel Musik” consisting of a quar- 
tet of two violins, an accordion 
and a zither. Fog this combina- 
tion of instruments he composed 
and arranged music to entertain 
the patrons of wine gardens in 
the Viennese suburbs. There is a 
stamp for almost everybody. 

Occasionally a musician is por- 
trayed on a stamp for reasons 
other than musical fame. Such 
was the case of Paderewski who 
appeared on a stamp of Poland in 
1919 when he was the premier of 
that newly formed republic. 

Martin Luther, the great Prot- 
estant reformer, also took a keen 
interest in music and its relation- 
ship to the church. He was a 
good flutist and is credited with 
having written several chorals, 
the most famous of which is Ein 
Feste Burg Ist Unser Gott. But 
he appeared on a stamp of Ger- 
many in celebration of the recent 
Reformation anniversary. 

Very few musicians know of 
Erik Geijer who is shown on a 
stamp of Sweden. A historian, 
philosopher, and theologian at 
Upsala University, he also com- 
posed chamber music, piano 
sonatas and songs. 

It is not within the realm of 
this discourse to list every stamp 
which pertains to music, but 
some few items are worthy of 
special notice. The national an- 
thems of fourteen nations have 
been commemorated on stamps, 
either by picturing the composer, 
or by a musical excerpt, or some- 
times both. Music festivals were 
honored on the stamps of Estonia 
and Romania. 

An Austrian stamp in 1948 
commemorated what is probably 
the world’s best known Christ- 
mas song, “Silent Night, Holy 
Night”. Another commem_ was 
issued by Brazil in 1948 to note 
that country’s National Conserva- 
tory of Music in Rio de Janiero, 
and a beautiful set of nine was 
issued by Germany in 1933 de- 
picting scenes from Wagnerian 
operas. 

A new use for postage stamps 
was recently discovered in Ger- 
many when two stamps were is- 
sued bearing a charity tax which 
was used to rebuild the Berlin 
Philharmonic Orchestra. A few 
years ago Russia issued two 
stamps picturing the Moscow 
Opera House, better known now 
as the Bolshoi Theater. 

On one is a large picture of the 
opera house. The other carries 
pictures of Mussorgsky, Tchai- 
kovsky, Rimsky-Korsakov, Boro- 
din, and Glinka. This is the only 
known instance of five composers

During the last war, stamps 
were even issued in the countries 
occupied by Hitler as a gesture 
of friendly appeasement. In oc- 
cupied Czechoslovakia they were 
issued to honor Dvorak and Sme- 
tana, and in Poland one was is- 
sued honoring Josef Elsner, the 
teacher of Chopin and the found- 
er of the Warsaw Conservatory. 

The latest figure to appear on 
the musical horizon is a stamp 
from Czechosolvakia honoring 
the famous opera singer Emy Des- 
tinn, who was born in Prague 
and who is known there as Ema 
Destinnova. 

While the quest for the stamp 
itself is often difficult, finding 
biographical matter and an_ oril- 
inal musical quotation to grace 
the collector’s album page often 
proves a greater challenge. It is 
quite a simple matter to procure 
a quotation from Bach or Schu- 
bert or Tchaikovsky, but where 
is one to look for Josef Slavik of 
Bohemia, famous violinist and 
composer of another day; or Die- 
penbrock of Holland; or Soto of 
El Salvador? 

Martin Leopolita, an old church 
composer of Poland proved a 
challenge for many years. Mena- 
ger of Luxembourg, Henrique 
Oswald of Brazil, anu Schrammel 
of Austria are but a few who 
posed problems. 

One must consult libraries and 
private collections, and corre- 
spond with foreign embassies and 
legations. And then, when an un- 
satisfactory answer has finally 
been received, the quest must 
begin anew.

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However, it has a washed-out ef- 
fect when printed on blue and is 
rather hazy when compared to ad- 
hesive copies of No. 34. 

Inscribed ‘ADEN’ in large block 
letters in English at the top, to the 
right is a medallion of His Highness 
the late Sultan Sir Saleh bin Ghalib 
al-Qu’aiti, K.C.M.G., Sultan of Shihr 
and Mukalla and premier chief of 
the eastern Aden protectorate, wear- 
ing a South Arabian turban. To 
the left is the Arabic inscription 
of value. 

Reading down the left side panel 
from the figure of value is a small 
Arabic inscription which translates: 
“Post of the Qaiti State in Had- 
hramaut’. Reading up the right 
side panel toward the Sultan’s por- 
trait is the same inscription minus 
the word ‘Post’. At the bottom are 
the English inscriptions of value and 
the country name, in very small 
letters. 

The central design is entitled 
“Date Culture” in small block let- 
ters, in English only. It shows a na- 
tive picking dates from a_ date 
palm, with a lot of smaller trees 
laid out symetrically in the back- 
ground. 

When one glances at the stamp 
quickly, none of the Arabic inscrip- 
tions stands out exceyt the figure 
of value, but the word ‘‘Aden’”’ and 
the large English figure of value 
are very prominent. The side panels 
look almost decorative in effect. 
This is one of the reasons the west- 
ern Aden protéctorate’s biggest po- 
tential stamp using state of Lahj 
does not have a stamp issue of its 
own.

The Abdali Sultan of Lahj and 
Subeihi, His Highness Sir Ali Abdul

Tonga’s_ relations to the British 
crown are carried out is the domin- 
ion in the Pacific. 

His Highness, whose state was 
recently occupied by the armed 
forces of the Governor of Aden; 
whose Education Minister, Sayed 
Abdallah al-Jifri, was arrested and 
exiled to Socotra Island in the In- 
dian Ocean; and whose President 
of the Legislative Council, Sayed 
Mohammed Ali al-Jirri was forced 
to flee to Yemen to. escape capture, 
has weightier probiems on his mind 
nowadays than Lahj’s long delayed 
stamp issue. 

Five other western protectorate 
chiefs—Amiri, Fadhli, Audhali, Up- 
per Awalaq, dnd Beihan—none of 
them get stamp issuentities, are 
also in London to discuss federation 
plans. These plans are opposed not 
only by Sultan Ali and other ele- 
ments throughout the area, but also 
by Yemen, which claims all the 
Aden protectorate areas. 

However, if they are finally car- 
ried out, it is more than probable 
that the western Aden federation 
will have its distinctive stamp issue. 
No doubt it would be closely model- 
ed along the lines of the Qaiti stamps 
of Hadhramaut, so that Aden and 
States collectors should have some 
interesting’ new issues to add to the 
three entities now represented in 
their albums.

explains, “has for years not been 
the question-as it concerns the post- 
man at Christmas. That nation’s 
post office department has _ an- 
swered that question, in advance 
and affirmatively, by supplying mail 
carriers with little booklets of mail 
regulations and general information 
plus a cartoon or ‘wo, to give to 
patrons during the Christmas sea- 
son each year.” 

The custom, carefully nurtured 
and encouraged by the mailmen, 
functions as an automatic request 
for a present in return — usually 
cash. 

Mr. Lasus was raised in Vienna, 
and still has a number of these 
booklets. Early ones were nicely 
done, with colored covers. Recent 
editions reflect the ravages of wars 
and reconstruction. 

Always a postman is featured on 
the cover. That for 1909 depicts a 
handsome specimen, a then current 
model delivery truck, and a decid- 
edly more ancient tfain, all in full 
color. The 1954 edition shows a typ- 
ical three - wheel motorized mail 
— eart, its driver in cover- 
alls.

“Islas Galapagos” 


That the recently issued ‘Islas 
Galapagos” triangular green stamp 
from Ecuador, in the value of 2 Su- 
cres, is not a legitimate item is 
the stern warning being broadcast 
by Dr. Roberto Levi-Castillo, phil- 
atelic expert of P. O. Box 3606, 
Guayaquil, Ecuador. “. . . it is a 
BOGUS stamp,” he stated flatly. 

Continuing, he explained, “It has 
not been legally issued and a few 
were flown in a trial flight of the 
company L. I. A. to give legality... 
it is not a government issue . 
and not licensed for use 
respondence in Ecuador. 


“The perpetrators of this scheme 
did not dare use the country name 
‘Ecuador’ in the design, but, rath- 
er, depend on the initials ‘R. del E.’ 
to deceive their intended victims.” 

These alleged stamps were pro- 
duced without any legal procedure, 
and at the time of his writing fione 
had been sold in Ecuador even for 
philatelic purposes, he detailed. The 
entire project is a private under- 
taking by certain native and foreign 
dealers, aimed at the lush North 
American market, according to this 
on-the-scene expert informant.
